The Falls Township Board of 
Supervisors last night deferred 
a decision on a zone change 
that would permit 38 garden 
apartments on W. Trenton Ave. 
adjoining Burgess Manor. 


Immediately following,

board granted a zone change 
for approximately 
120 apart­ 
ments on Trenton Road adja­ 
cent to Middletown Township. 


Zoned Residential 


Decision on the first request 
was deferred after the town­ 
ship planning commission and 
several members of the audi­ 
ence stated their opposition. The 
planning commission 
opposed 
the change on the grounds that 
new development would be sur­ 
rounded on three sides by sin­ 
gle homes. 


The land in question — 8.6 
acres owned by William B. Lev­ 
inson — is presently zoned resi­ 
dential (R-l). 


Milton Berkes, chairman of 
the board, slated he felt the 
building would be an asset to 
the 
community 
since 
apart­ 
ments “ are as good a tax rat­ 
able as commercial establish­ 
ments.” He said the township’s 
first garden apartment, Sweet- 
briar, also on W. Trenton Ave., 
has brought in $12,000 a year for 
the township in taxes*.

The legislation, approved by 
the committee last week, pro­ 
poses a compulsory hospital in 
surance program under Social 
Security for persons 65 or over 
This would be financed by rais­ 
ing payroll taxes. 


It also included an optional 
insurance plan, which could be 
purchased for $13 a month, to 
cover doctor bills for the elder­ 
ly.

Guerrillas Shoot Down 3 U.S. Copters 


SAIGON (UPI) — Communist 
Viet Cong guerrillas today shot 
down three U.S. helicopters fly­ 
ing Vietnamese soldiers into a 
major battle only 30 miles from 
the big American airbase at Da 
Nang. Two U.S. Marines were 
killed and 16 other Americans 
injured. 


U.S. and South Vietnamese 
planes struck again in North 
Viet Nam, hitting the Hanoi re­ 
gime’s

defenses 
for

second 
consecutive day. The 
raids were carried out despite 
increasingly 
tough 
statements 
by Communist China.

Three Falls Township youths, 
already awaiting Bucks County

The three were re’eascd un­ 
der $2,500 bail each by Justice 
of the Peace John Melvin after 
an hour and 45-minute hearing 
in the Falls Township munici­ 
pal building this morning. They 
had been released in $2,500 bail 
each on the lesser charges. They 
now are out on $5,000 bail each. 
The three are William Felice, 
20. and James R. Foerst, 18, 
both of Levittown, and David 
Reading, 19, of Fairless Hills.

count, is charged with corrupt­ 
ing and tending to corrupt the
